
















































NEW HOUSES 70 BE 
OCCUPIED SOON 
BY NEWCOMERS 


To be occupied by “indispens- 
ible in-migrants’—meaning new- 
comers to this district, the first | 
occupants of the houses built in| 
this city’s residential project, will 
move in early next month, accord- 
ing to action taken by the Upland 
Housing Authority commissioners 
at their meeting yesterday after- 
noon. 

Many details must be completed 
prior to the formal occupancy, but 
these will be handled on schedule 
and will permit new residents to 
move here even before work is 
completed on all the houses. 

Mrs. Douglas Black, secretary 
of the group, reported a “demand 
greater than the supply”, with 
many of the new tenants being 
Kaiser Co. employes. Formal 
signing of leases will be started 
immediately. 

The entire project will not be 
completed for several weeks, but 
as the dwellings are finished ten- 
ants will be assigned to the var- 
ious houses. 

In accordance with rules estab- | 
lished by the federal housing 
agency, persons eligible to be ten- 
ants are those who are employed 
in an essential industry. Many of 
the. prospective tenants are now 
living in trailer camps or with 
relatives, and in many places fam- 
ilies are still in the east with the 
head of the family being employed 
either at the Kaiser Co. or with 
one of the war-time industries in 
Ontario and Pomona. 

Under the direction of Richard 
Derby, building inspector, house | 
numbers are being assigned each 
unit and these numbers will be 
placed on the structures.

Legion Post Sends 
Cigarettes To Men 
Serving Overseas 





Away ahead of the national 
American Legion campaign 2 
purchase cigarettes for army and} 
navy men serving overseas, Up- 
land post of the Legion already 
has purchased and shipped four 
cases of the smokes. This is a 
total of 200 cartons of cigarettes. 
The national campaign dates are 
September 5-11. 

The Upland post is continuing 
its cigarette project and any con- 
tributions to the fund will glad- 
ly be accepted. A glass jar top-| 
ped with an explanatory placard 
stands on the counter in the of- 
fice of ‘the selective service board 
and many dimes, quarters and half 
dollars are being dropped into it. 

When consigned to troops over- 
Seas, the cigarettes may be pur- 
chased at a cost of five cents a 
pack (20 cigarettes) or 50 cents 
a carton (200). The cigarettes 
are given to the service men. With 
all packing and shipping ex- 
penses being borne by the Legion, 
the entire fund donated will be 
used to purchase the cigarettes.

arettes will be distributed in a 
way that will make it impossible 
for them to be mixed with any 
commercial stocks sold either by 
the service canteens or welfare 
agencies.

BUILDING PERMITS 
REACH $905,669 


Building permits for 1943 con- 








tinue to receive momentum as the 


year progresses with the August 
construction showing a gain over 
the building permit total over Au- 
gust of last year, 

During the first eight months 
of this year construction with a 
value of $305,669.85 has been 
started here. 

Seventeen permits have been is- 
sued so far this month by Richard 
Derby, building inspector, al- 
though the valuation total is only 
$3,426.35. At this time last year 
the total figure was $31,786. 

Most of the August permits 
have been for roof repairs or min- 
or alterations. Walker's market, 
however, will be enlarged and al- 
tered, the permit figure being for 
$1,000.

RIDE DEPOTS FOR 





KAISER EMPLOYES 





Two ride depots for the conven- 
ience of workers in the Kaiser 
plant in Fontana who have no 
transportation, have been estab- 
lished in Upland, according to in- 
formation received today. They 
are located at the service station 
at Foothill boulevard and Cam- 
pus avenue and the Gilmore sta- 
tion on Arrow highway at Third 
avenue. 

Twenty-four Kaiser signs have 
been placed at points where it is 
believed Kaiser workers can con- 
veniently assemble to be picked up 
by employes who are driving their 
own cars to the plant. 

Frequently employes are left wbe- 
hind for various reasons, and it is 
believed if they will go to the 
nearest Kaiser depot, someone will 
pick them up. 

If it is found that these de- 
pots are not properly located, em- 
ploye’s service department will be 
glad to receive suggestions as to 
where they might be changed. 
They have been established in 
fourteen different towns. 


Most depots are located at ser- 
vice stations where. the employes 
may meet and leave one car to be 
serviced during the day. All priv- 
ate owners of these locations have 
expressed their desire to be of any 
assistance they can to Kaiser em- 
ployes, whether they have auto- 
mobiles or not.
